Discuss  Homelessness  5  30  8pm 


This  week,  CCA  brought  together  numerous  members  with  Supervisor  Mark 
Ridley-Thomas  to  discuss  the  impacts  of  homelessness  in  Downtown  Los  Angeles. 
Members  shared  stories  about  their  interactions  with  homeless  individuals  from 
trying  to  handle  a  mentally  ill  person  in  a  hotel  lobby  to  adopting  a  child  who  was 
living  in  Skid  Row.  Members  and  the  Supervisor  agreed  that  a  concentrated  and 
sufficiently  funded  action  plan  to  address  the  homeless  crisis  is  long  over-due  and 
began  to  discuss  opportunities  to  implement  such  a  plan. 

Supervisor  Ridley-Thomas  led  the  charge  to  declare  a  homelessness  state  of 
emergency  and  successfully  moved  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  allocate  $100 
million  in  one-time  funds.  CCA  supported  both  of  those  actions.  Now,  there  is  an 
effort  to  create  an  ongoing  source  of  revenue  and  Supervisor  Ridley-Thomas  is 
considering  a  one-quarter  cent  sales  tax  increase  for  the  March  2017  ballot.  This 
would  generate  approximately  $355  million  per  year  and  would  be  dedicated  to 
homeless  services,  including  mental  health,  drug  addiction,  multi-disciplinary 
outreach  teams,  24-hour  psychiatric  care  centers,  recuperative  care  beds  and 
bridge  housing. 

Members  raised  the  need  for  accountability  and  transparency  in  the  spending  of 
future  funds  and  wanted  to  know  how  the  $355  million  per  year  will  immediately 
address  the  homeless  crisis.  The  Supervisor  and  his  staff  committed  to  working 
with  CCA  on  the  issues  and  another  meeting  will  be  scheduled  to  further  discuss.

CCA  IN  ACTION 
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On  Tuesday,  several  CCA 
members  met  with  LADOT  and  City 
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Planning  at  a  stakeholders  meeting 
to  discuss  the  My  Figueroa 
construction  schedule.  The  LADOT 
project  leader  told  the  group  that 
construction  will  begin  shortly  along 
11th  St.  and  will  also  proceed  in 
phases  from  Martin  Luther  King 
Blvd.  north  to  7th  St.  Unfortunately, 
a  timeline  with  general  dates  was 
not  given.  CCA  spoke  out  for  our 
members  and  other  businesses  and 
projects  along  the  Figueroa 
Corridor  and  insisted  that  a  general 
timeline  be  given  to  affected 
stakeholders.  LADOT  promised  to 
present  a  timeline  next  week.  CCA 
will  remain  engaged  in  this  process 
and  will  continue  to  inform  our 
members  about  new  developments 
in  My  Figueroa.
